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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant mainly argues that Palviainen does not 
address tha case in which notification about a type of forwarding is sent to a terminal of the call forwarding party. The term terminal cited 
in the claim is a very broad term that could interpret into anything. Burg teaches sending notification to a terminal at a called station (col. 
1 , line 64 through col. 2, line 13); and Palviainen teaches a notification message transmtted to the mobile exchange concerning the type of 
call (col. 2, line 58 through col. 3, line 8). Hence, the combination of the two references reads on the claims limitation. 



Applicant argues that claim 44 is directed to an invention that is tangibly emboidied in a physical medium such as a compact disc. 
Examiner respectfully disagress. Compact disc is unsupported by Applicant's Specification. Furthermore, Applicant's Specification does 
not define what computer-readable storage medium is. Claim 44 recites a computer program product that could be tangible or non- 
tangible. Hence, the 101 rejection is maintained..
